A writer in. La Semaine des, Con- 


structcura referred to by tho American 
Architect as "the clever 'architect of 
the beasts,'" discusses the proper way 
of. building shelters for sheep. The 
following brief summary of his sugges- 
tions- is given in the Architect: 


The first criticism that he mokes 


npon tho ordinary close sheds used for 
the purpose' is that they are not suffi- 
ciently ventilated'-for the health of the 
sheep. In Norway,, it is said, aa well 
as in Holland, which has a much 
colder climate than France or England, 
sheep live out of doors the year round 
without inconvenience; but where 
merino or other sheep of delicate con- 
stitution are kept, they should be pro- 
vided with a cover to protect them 
from the heat of the sun in summer, 
»nd in ^winter from rain and wet snow, 
which soak: their fleeces,-* and often 
chill them fatally. The sheds for this 
purpose inay with advantage, be closed 
with a wall on the1 north side; but left 
either entirely open, Or sheltered with 
louvre boards, 'on the south. If built 
thus, they can'bo Kept dry and whole- 
some 
throughout 
the 
year. 


Tho doors of 
such buildings, es- 


pecially, should be very wide and 
ought to open by sliding. Sheep 
in going in or coming out of their 
houses, crowd upon each other, all try- 
ing to get out at once; .and in the 
crush the lambs are sometimes killed, 
while the sheep nearest the sides of the 
doorway are pushed against the tim- 
bers or stones, and often leave tufts of 
their woolon the sharp edges, or suffer 
bruises. To prevent this in part, the 
"architect of the beasts" recommends 
that' the jnmbs should be provided 
with vortical rollers to prevent friction, 
and facilitate the movements of the 
sheep nearest the side. With the same 
idea of preventing the 'crashing of tho 
animals against the jambs, a platform, 
of tho same width as the door, may be 
placed in on each side of it, slightly as- 
cending to the threshold, which is 
raised. With these the crowding in the 
opening cannot take place, as the 
sheep at the edges of the platform are 
pushed oft' before they reach the door. 
In allotting space for housing a flock, 
at may bo useful to remember that the 
shorter diameter of a sheep, or the 
epace he occupies when eating, side by 
side with others, is about twenty inches, 
while the average length is about five 
Teet. Tho rack generally usccMor feed- 
ing measures about nineteen inches in 
width, so that twenty inches by six 
1'eet seven inches will be the space re- 
quired for each animal whilo standing 
and eating.

(free from aches and pains, ana. be~ca!nM 
Jn mind—for that is a great desideratum 
'—ho or she must live abstemiously, 
more of less. 
Chronic rheumatism is far more com- 
mon than most persons arc aware ot 
It is a disease quite indigenous to these 
isles of mist and cutting winds; but it 
is often in character what wo may call 
suppressed—that is, it attacks the inter- 
nal organs instead of joints and mus- 
cles, though these may suffer at the 
same time. But many a timo and oft 
a person complains of his liver being 
out of order, or a fit oJ indigestion, 
•when tho real cause of his trouble lies 
in tho blood, which is for tho time be- 
ing poisoned with uric acid.

starvation." 
Well it is a strange rem- 


edy, but it certainly gives the mucous 
membrane a rest, and affords the blood 
time to get rid of its impurities. My 
friends says he "wakens next day as 
fresh as a daisy;" and I do not donbt 
it, though I fear many would consider 
tho remedy worse than the disease it is ( 
meant to banish. As to climate in the 
cure of rheumatism, much might be 
said, but what brooks it that one so- 
journs at Ventnor, Home, Hastings or 
Harrogate, if he goes on manufactur- 
ing in his system tho very acid or acids 
that generate his complaint?

We must go to tho fountain head of tho 
evil; we must attend to the organs of 
digestion, and to a regimen calculated 
to crush the evil in tho bud.—CasseU's 
Magazine.

Secretary Chandler's annual report was 
made public to-day. A considerable por- 
tion ol It is devoted to the question of 
strengthening onr Navy. The newjstecl 
cruisers "Atlantic" and "Boston" have 
been launched, and the "Chicago" is 
nearly completed. 
The Department is 


confirmed in the opinion that the criti- 
cisms advanced last year against the new 
ships were of little moment, or based up- 
on theories at variance with the progress 
of modern ship-building. As to the want 
of lull-sail power, .and the absence ol 
sneathlng, ft appears that the British ad- 
miralty is now building steel cruisers ol 
the Lewder Md Mersey classes, abso- 
lutely trttboui marts or sails, and un- 
sheathed. 
The objections to the ma- 


chinery ol the "Chicago" are met by the 
satisfying performances ol the "Louisi- 
ana," a vessel with machinery generally 
similar. 
The armor of the "Mianton- 
omah" is nearly completed and in place. 
The machinery ol the "Amphltrite" and 
"Terror" is about one-hall completed 
while that ol the "Puritan" is finished. 
No work has been done upon the hulls ol 
the monitors. * 
Common prudence, the Secretary says, 


demands that immediate steps be taken 
to remedy the defenseless condition ol 
our coasts and hwrbowf and the tnost 
rapid and economical measure which can 
uc adopted at the present time is to push 
the partially constructed monitors to com- 
pletion. 
The report states the conclusions ol the 


advisory board, recommending the con- 
sti-nctlon of one cruiser of 4,500 tons, one 
cruiser of 8,000 tons, one dispatch vessel 
ol 1,500 tons, two heavily-armed gunboats 
ol 1,500 tons each, one light gunboat ol 750 
tons, one stoel ram, one cruising torpedo 
boat, two harbor torpedo boats, and ono 
armored vessel not exceeding 7,000 tons. 


The department, in adopting the rec- 


ommendation, calls special attention to 
the uece ty lor torpedo boats. 
In gcno 
the Secretary recommends 


the construction ol seven modern cruisers 
annually lor a period ol ten years. Such 
a plan, while conforming to the conserva- 
tive demands ol our national policy, and 
affording ample time lor adopting every 
new device in construction, would give 
the country at moderate cost a navy ade- 
quate to train its officers and maintain its 
safety and honor. 
•The Secretary says that at the end ol 
liltceu years, the only cruising vessels 
of tho present list remaining will bu 
three small iron vessels, the Mouo- 
cacy, Alert and Hanger. He renews 
his former recommendation that the 
limitation ol repairs of wooden ves- 
sels (''ould continue at twenty per 
cent, ol their cost. The real explana- 
tion of the disproportion between the 
expenditures aud the results accom- 
plished in naval administration is to 
be found, Secretary Chandler says, lu 
tho policy ol attempting at great cost 
to rehabilitate worn out structures under 
the name of repairs

The report details the lacts in connec-

"Kutt Lookwood, the nine-year old child of 
Thomas Lockwood, a compositor in the New 
York Tinwi office, became violently 111 with 
diphtheria a little while ago. She was so- weak 
that it was deemed dangerous to try tracheot- 
omy, or cutting open the windpipe. A day or 
two before, Dr. Nichols, who was attending 
her, received a copy of the Paris Fffforo, which 
contained a report made to the French Acade- 
my of Medicine by Dr. Delthll. Dr. Delthll 
said that the vapors of liquid tar and turpen- 
tine would dissolve the ttbrmous exudations 
which choke up the throat in croup and diph- 
theria. Dr. Delthil's process wa» described. 
He pours equal parts ot turpentine and a 
liquid tar into a tin pan or cup and sets fire to 
the mixture. A dense, resinous smoke arises, 
whlck obscures the air of the room. "The pa- 
tient," Dr. Delthll says, "Immediately seems 
to experience relief; the choking and rattle 
etop; the patient falls into a slumber and 
seems to Inhale the smoke with pleasure. The 
llbrinous membrane soon becomes detached, 
and the patient coughs up mioroblcldes. 
These, when caught in a glass, may bo seen to 
dissolve in the smoke. In the course of three 
days afterward the patient entirely recovers." 
The American Orocer In Its last Issue says 
Dr. Nichols tried this experiment successfully 
with littfe Kuth Lockwood. She was lying 
gasping for breath when he visited her. First 
pouring about two tablespoons tull of liquid 
tar on an iron pan he poured as much turpen- 
tine on it ana set it on lire. The rich, resinous 
smoke which rose to tho celling was by no 
means unpleasant. As it tilled the room the 
child s breathing became natural, and as the 
smoke grew dense she fell asleep.
